ing1 of ground for the erection of 
a m onument to the late lien. Grant. 
The 
w eather was 
cool 
and clear, 
w ith 
bright 
sunlight. 
The 
day 
was the oath 
anniversary of 
the 
birth of Gen. Grant, and was therefore 
selected by the G rant M onument asso­ 
ciation as. the most appropriate occa­ 
sion for the ceremonies. 
Elaborate 
preparations had been completed for a 
tining observation of 
the occasion. 
Charles ll. Freeman, departm ent com­ 
m ander of Hie Grand Army of the Repub­ 
lic for the state of New York, presided 
and officiated as m aster of ceremonies. 
lie grasped a spade at the appropriate 
moment aud dug the first earth from 
the mound upon w hish the memorial to 
the hero of Appomattox Is to be rearfd. 
Hundreds of veterans of the war, who 
loved and obeyed and even now wor­ 
ship the memory of th at hero, partici­ 
pated in the ceremonies. 
Shortly after I o’clock the veterans 
began to assemble. 
They were soon 
joined by Gen. O. O. Howard and a com­ 
pany of infantry and a battery of ar­ 
tillery. 
The navy was represented by 
Admiral Brain 
aud bis staff. 
The 
veterans and the regulars under Gen. 
Howard at once took up a position, 
forming a circle about the mound 
On 
a 
platform erected 
near 
the 
mound were seated, am ong hundreds 
of others, the m embers of the Grant 
family, including Mrs. Nellie Sartoris, 
who recently arrived from England. 
The steam er Yantic, which lay in the 
Hudson directly opposite the tomb, 
fired a salute in honor of the dead 
general. 
The exercises began with an overture 
by the Marine band. 
Rev. Dr. Clark 
W right, chaplain on the staff of Cora 
m ander Freeman, then led in prayer, 
w hich was followed by the singing of 
the “S tar Spangled Banner” by a large 
chorus under Silas G. Pratt, the well­ 
known American composer. Gen. Hor­ 
ace Porter, who was then introduced, 
delivered an impressive oration. 
This was followed by the singing of 
“ America” bv the chorus and audience. 
The ceremonies ended w ith the laying 
of the corner stone of the m onum ent 
and the benediction by the chaplain 
The m onum ent will be about IOO feet 
square. 
It is intended first to build 
the portion of the m onum ent desig­ 
nated in the plans for the recep­ 
tion of the sarcophagus, and this will 
be completed as if it were to be an in 
dependent structure, und w ithout re­ 
gard to the other portion, before any­ 
thing else is undertaken.

Rock river has fiuaily given up the 
the body of Frank EL etetlcr, who wa© 
drowned ia^t Tuesday morning'. 
The body was fouud al half pas! nine 
o’clock this morning lodged in a cluster 
of willows on til© f-outh bauk of the liver 
directly back of the Buri lo b b ie s’ bouse 
ft I Spring Brook farm . 
It bad evidentl> 
raised to the surface st me time before 
and floated down the river, the current 
taking it to toe south shore where it 
lodged. 
George Phelps and Willie Lathrop 
were rowing their boat along the a ore 
this morning searching for the body, 
when Phelps ditoovered something in 
the willow which investigation proved 
to ba the body. 
It was laying od the 
surface of the water face down, the arms 
a n e vhat extended out from the sides. 
A rope was fastened to one arm and tied 
to the willows; then the m en hurried to 
town and secured assistance to take the 
body from the water. 
John Nelson, cf Nelson Brothers’, un­ 
dertakers, went down with some helpers 
to secure the body, but owing to the 
marshy approaches on the south bank at 


th e place where the bo Jy was found, it 
w as thought best to row a boat across the 
river and poll the body to th e north 
bank, which was done. In doing th is 
the current took the boat and body ba­ 
low the railway bridge. A landing was 
finally made and the body taken fro m 
the water. 
While considerably discolored by be­ 
ing under water 
for seven days, the 
body was in very good condition. It wee. 
taken to Nelson Brother*’ undertaking 
room? on Oonrt street, end this a fte r­ 
noon it wa? placed in a ca-ket and for­ 
warded to Cherokee, Iowa , to the par 
outs of tt»e uofortuaatj younj man. 
The place where the bjdy wag found is 
about three-quarters of a mile from 
Couit street bridge, where the young 
man jumped from the boat. The river 
being high the cnrrent is very strong 
“ The body could not have been where 
we found, it last eveuiug,” said M r. 
Phelps, “ as we were all over that part of 
the river ai that lim e. 
It m ust have 
floated down there early this morning.” 
’This gives force 
to the opinion of 
many that the body settled to the bottom 
cf the river near the ocoper shop a t the 
foot of Center street, where ii remained 
nntil this morning. 
Commencing to 
rise the strong current carried it down 
and croeeiug the river it struck the wil­ 
lows and lodged.
